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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC§102 

1. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 ILS.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

2. Claims 1-3, 15, 16, and 18-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Sasahara et al (JP 7-295221 in view of its English Language abstract and based upona spot 
translation by a PTO staff member). 

Sasahara et al disclose a positive working resist composition comprising a monomer 
meeting the limitations of the instant condition al (see B-22- B-24 or M22-M24) as well as 
claims 2, 3, and 16. With respect to the instant claim 18, monomer B-22 (M-22) contains a CI 
atom in the instant position R 24 which meets the structural limitations of the instant claim 18. 
The composition is employed in a method wherein the composition is coated onto a substrate, 
dried, exposed, then developed. The reference teaches that the exposure may be carried out by 
ebeam. Thus, the instant claims 1-3, 15, 16, and 18-20 are anticipated by the Sasahara et al 
reference. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 4-14 and 17 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base 
claim and any intervening claims. 
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The prior art of record fails to teach or suggest to one of ordinary skill in the art to 
prepare a positive radiation sensitive composition comprising a compound meeting the 
conditions a2 or a3.
